Venus — Is  at  its  greatest;  brilliancy  March  19th  and  May  30th.  Greatest  eastern  elonga- 
tion February  12th,  and  greatest  western  elongation  July  3rd.  About  March  19th  it  will  be  a 
brilliant  evening  star  pnd  about  May  30th  a  brilliant  morning  star. 

The  Satellites  of  Jupiter  are  not  visible  from  January  1st.  to  15th  and  from  December 
24th  to  end  of  year  owing  to  Jupiter  being  near  the  Sun,
